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STATEMENT OF THE GOVERNHENT OF THE PEOPLE'S 
SFUSLIS OF BULGARIA 


On October 22 United States President Kennedy in a speech 
over the radio and television made a statement, without -prece— 
dent in peace time, a statement directed against Cuba, a peace-— 
᾿ loving country and member of the United Nations. At.the same 
time the President announced a number of military measures 
whose consequences are an open threat to peace not only in the 


Caribbean but in the whole world.
